Thanks  to  you,  we  can  build  the  Auditorium  now!   The  Board  of 
Overseers  has  just  said  "Go  ahead!" 

As  you  know,  on  Founders'  Day  last  October,    a  concerted  drive  was 
launched  to  complete  the  cost  of  Sweet  Briar's  Auditorium-Fine  Arts  Center. 
Alumnae  committees  in  eighty  cities  telephoned  other  alumnae  for  new  gifts  and 
pledges.  A  brochure  describing  the  need  for  this  building,  and  giving  some  idea 
of  what  it  will  look  like,  was  sent  to  all  Sweet  Briar  alumnae  and  parents,  and 
to  a  few  selected  foundations,  corporations,  and  friends. 

The  response  has  added  $268,000  in  new  gifts  and  pledges  to  the  $582,000 
in  hand  last  October,  for  a  present  total  of  $850,000.  This  amount  will  pay 
for  the  building  described  in  the  brochure  last  fall.  It  thus  assures 
a  ground-breaking,  as  soon  as  the  Board  of  Overseers  can  receive  bids 
and  award  the  contract.

The  "future  wing,"  adjacent  to  the  stagehouse,  containing  three  faculty  offices, 
a  Writers'  Workshop,  and  a  Green  Room  for  drama  and  speech  classes  and 
for  discussions  and  receptions  following  lectures  and  concerts.

To  show  how  the  interior  of  Sweet  Briar's  new  Auditorium-Fine  Arts 
Center  will  look,  and  to  suggest  some  opportunities  for  anyone 
who  may  wish  to  name  a  room  in  the  new  building.

The  gift  opportunities  listed  at  right  will  supplement 
the  large  bronze  plaque,  to  be  displayed  in  the  Auditorium  lobby,  which  will 
contain  the  names  cil  all    "shareholders" — those  who  gave  $150  or  more — 
during  Sweet  Briar's  Golden  Anniversary  Campaign. 

Previous  gifts  to  the  college,  designated  lor  the  Auditorium-Fine  Arts  Center, 
may  certainly  be  applied  to  any  of  these  rooms.  For  example,  you  may 
already  have  given  or  pledged  a  total  ol  J  1 .5(1(1  lor  the  Auditorium  Fund, 
and  would  like  to  have  it  used  for  one  of  the  Practice  or  Listening  Rooms 
in  your  own  name,  in  memory  of .,  relative  oi  in  honor  of  a  classmate  or 
friend.  If  you  happen  to  be  more  interested  in  drama,  and  your 
previous  Auditorium  gifts  total  $10,000,  an  addilion.il  pledge 
of  $3,000  would  name  the  Green  Room.
